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LATEST EUROPEAN AND 
EGYPTIAN NEWS. 



London, Aug. 22. Daily Tele- 
graph Port S.ii.l dispatch; Naval nu- 
thoricies arc or^-tnizing a polico force. 
Tlio prison' i i takpn at Shaluf declare 
Uie defeat of Lho enemy thcro Sunday 
was a terrible beating for Arabi Pasha. 
At six o'clock this morning the gun- 
boat Mosquito crossed Bitter lake and 
shelled Baid Htntioti. Subsequently 
troops landed from the gunboat and 
found the place deserted, while- largo 
portions of A rain's cavalry were seen 
streaming towards the desert. 

Alexandria, Aug. 22. — The smoke 
of nuoiorouH trains is again visible be- 
hind the enemy's lines. The activity 
of Arabi Pasha has increased in a 
manner indicating a completo change 
in his plans. In answer to our rccon- 
noissanco to-day his guns opened fire 
from various directions, showing that 
during the night the enemy's artillery 
had boon strengthened. A new bat- 
tery armed with six guns has been 
placed in position. It now seems that 
at the lirst scare canted by the discov- 
ery that the fleet had gone to the ca- 
nal Arabi Pasha withdrew a great pro- 
portion of his infantry to Damnnliour, 
but that last night, considering some 
time must elapso before an advance 
can be made from lsmailia with sutli- 
cient force to carry his defences on the 
line up to Zagazig, ho again advanced 
to his old position, which he hopes to 
hold until the rise of the Nile enables 
him to flootl tho country. 

Kiaf Pasha has arrived. The Nile 
is rising. 

London, Aug. 22. — Duily Xcira dis- 
patch: Landing of tho troops from 
the transports proceeded actively all 
night, and continues to day. Tho or- 
derly behavior and general bearing of 
i he soldiers is the admiration of the 
entire population. General Sir Gar- 
net Wolscloy visited DoLesseps yester- 
day and explained the action of the 
British in regard to tho Sue/ canal. 
He said everything would bo over in a 
few days, but that the English must 
use thn canal. DeLessops expressed 
himself fully satisfied General Wolse- 
ley's explanation ami ho regretted 
rhoro had been any misunderstanding. 
Yesterday afternoon the 72d regiment 
engaged lho enemy at Serapcun and 
repulsed them. Two of our men were 
killed and four wounded. The enemy 
iost 100 men and four guns. 

London, Aug. 22. — Daily AVics dis- 
patch: Four hundred men of the 7_d 
regiment left this a. in. for Serapcun. 
When they reached that village they 
found it deserted and railway stock car- 
ried off. From the end of Bitter lake 
the enemy were seen in largo numbers 
three miles off, retreating north. Thn 
Highlanders' who participated in the 
tight at Shaluf, yesterday occupied the 
fresh water canal lock an Seraphcuin, 
nn important position from which the 
enemy retreated. Prisoners taken 
stato Arabi forced them to light, 
threatening to have them shot if they 
refused. They say the chief officers 
lied after the action began. Tho suc- 
cess of the British forces at Shaluf, and 
the energy displaced by them in search- 
ing the coast toward lsmailia, demoral- 
ized the enemy. Opposition on this 
side nf tho canal may be considered 
ended. 

Major-< toneral Sir Edward Ifamley's 
division has been ordered to come on 
here at once. 

A company of engineers is repairing 
the railway to Nefische. Thoy nro sup- 
plying locomotives with a quantity of 
I'oal captured from the enemy. 

The household cavalry has now land- 
ed. 

Some compromising telegrams from 
DeLessops to Arabi Pasha have boon 
intercepted. 

Pout Said, Aug. L'.'i. — Natives arc 
now returning and resuming work. 

It is reported from lsmailia that a 
force of the enemy, numbering about 
£50,000 troops, has taken up a position 
10 miles distant from there. 

Disembarkation of troops will be com- 
pleted to-morrow. 

Lsmailia, Aug. 23. — Since the cu 
gagement at Shaluf the enemy has loft 
every position they held between Suez 
and Ismalia ami arc retreating in disor- 
der toward Zagazig. 

Indian cavalry will come on here. 

Port Said, Aug. 23. — British have 
captured Ruobidi Pasha, formerly tho 
lebedive's minister of (iuauco. Suluc- 
fur Pusba, of the khodive's household, 
who espoused tbiBcausjoof Arabi Pasba, 
has been arrested. Tho polico arrostod 
19 Greeks pillaging in Arab quarters 
of lsmailia, and ton prisoners were 
shot 

Water in the fresh water caual is 
falling perceptibly at lsmailia, and it is 



feared Arabi Pasha has diverted its 
course. The canal company lias issued 
a notice requesting economy in use of 
water. Arabs have rcoccupicd Fort 
Ghomileh and are erecting entrench- 
ments in the vicinity. 

Tho Austrian gunboat Nautilus, 
bound from Port Said to Alexandria, 
passed Aboukir on .Monday. The com- 
mander, seeing a white Hag living at 
Aboukir forts, supposed they were in 
British possession and sent n boat as- 
hore with an oflicer and 12 men, who 
were mado prisoners by the Egyptians. 

TltlPoLI, Aug. 23. — It is stated that 
Arab tribes, holding territory eastward 
of Bengazl, are preparing toassist Ara- 
bi Pasha. A powerful chief, who is 
at the head of the national movement 
at Tripoli, in said to favor assisting 
Arabi. 

Alexandria, Aug, 23. — Fires were 
observed last evening in the neighbor- 
hood of Aboukir am! Kafr'ol Dwar. It 
is believed part of the Egyptian force 
is burning villages either during or 
preparatory to retreat 

Alexandria, Aug, 23 — The trans- 
port California anil Caspian have ar- 
rived- 

There are increased M;_;ns of Arabi 
Pasha's retiring from Kafrel Dwar. 

Pni ladelpii ia, Aug. 'IX — The Eng- 
lish steamship Castalia has been char- 
tered to load "i00 mules at this port to 
be taken to Alexandria for the British 
government. 

Constantinople, Aug. •_'.">. — It is 
stated the sultan hesitates to ratify the 
military convention with England on 
account of anonymous threatening let- 
ters from Syria, Arabi and Egypt. It 
is reported the porto has received un- 
favorable dispatches from Syrian gov- 
ernors. 

Constantinople, Aug. 23. — The JV 
kit, has been suppressed for publishing 
news hostile to the English. 

Constantinople, Aug. 23. — Ahmed 
Eased Etlendi, sheikli-nl-Islam, in an 
interview with Lord Duflcrin yesterday 
explained the origin of tho Egyptian 
revolt with the statement showing that 
the sultan contributed thereto, 

London, Aug. 23. —Da ily Tilnjmph 
dispatch from Alexandria: The report 
that Arabi Pasha withdrew a consider- 
blu number of his troops from our front 
is quite incorrect, and on the contrary 
tho enemy's trains have brought in 
more cavalry. I enn state, officially, 
that about two miles out on thn road to 
Kafr el Dwaj they have thrown up 
new earthworks which are stronger 
than we actually face. 

Ismailia, Aug. 23.— Arabi Pasha 
was- here three tbivs ago and dined 
BeLesseps. He reported his' troops at 
Tell p] Kebier or strongly entrenched. 
Seven more of Arabi Pasha officers 
surrendered Tuesday. They alleged 
many more officers and men wish to 
surrender but are afraid, owing to A ra- 
in 'h spreading reports that the English 
shoot all prisoners Nctiselic forms 
our advance post, and thence a chain 
of sentries extend around lsmailia. 
The nearest camp of the enemy is at 
Riimsss, and the next at I'oiy, H miles 
away, while their new position is 31 
miles distant. 

London, Aug. 23. — Guildford Ons 
low, formerly member of parliament 
and well known as lie- friend and ad- 
vocate of the claimant in t lie Ticliborne 
case is dead. 

A dispatch t<> the lAdly .V.mm from 
Cong, Ireland, says the prisoners are de- 
scribed by the people as the ten bitrgest 
devils in the country. Witnesses gave 
evidence with tho groatosl firmness and 
without hesitation. Police protection was 
unnecessary as the entire population are 
their body guard. 'Hie people shook 
hands with witnesses saying, '•(Sod bless 
you," and expressing gratitude and joy 
that tho imtrderous <^iu^ at last had boon 
run to the earth. During the investiga- 
tion thn prisoner.", put ipiostions which 
only bellied to show their guilt, 

Alexandria, Aug. U3. During the 
night the enemy has thrown up intrench- 
incuts on the uxtrome right across tho 
sands toward Luke Aboukir, probably in 
consequence of the movement of High- 
landers Sunday, which threatened to out- 
llarik them. It is reported large bodies 
of Bedouins have crossed the desert from 
Tripoli to join Arabi Pasha at Ismalia. 
According to authentic information Arabi 
Pasha has 2. r ),000 men at Kafr el Dwar 
and a large number of men are constantly 
intrenching at Tel el Kohir. There is 
littlo doubt a big fight will occur there. 
Prisoners taken at Seraphcuin, on Mon- 
day, report many of the enemy's wounded 
died during the retreat across lho desert 
to Tel el lvebir. 

Pout Said, Aug. 24. Several more of 
Arabi Pasha's officers have arrived at 
Koutara from the Egyptian camp to make 
submission to tho British. A letter from 
the commandant, at Ghciniloh has been 
received by sheikhs in tho Arab quarter 
of Port Said, charging them to warn the 
inhabitants to flee in consequence of tho 
rumor that a black regiment is advancing 
on Port Said from Damicttn, A British 
force with some artillery has been sont 
beyond the native quarter, Lord Charles 
Doreaford arrived at bnnalm yesterday. 

Ismalia, Aug. -.'3.— Tho Uuko of Con- 
naughtwand Prince Teck arc ashoro and 
report the fighting at Seraphcuin as con- 
t racted. 

General Wulsoloy is pushing info the 
interior, tramways being rapidly laid be- 
tween tho railroad station and the quays. 

Egyptians have cut a fresh, water canal 
ueo-r here, but tho supply of water will 
suffice for some time. 

Troops now at NcfiscllO, with the addi- 
tion of three squadrons of tho household 
cavalry, two guns, a detachment of hus- 
saiB and detachmont of infantry march in 
tho morning to El Magar, on tho fresh 
water, canal, about four miles west cf N.e- 
Gscbe,- leaving ono roginiont there to 
guard the bridgo over the canal, 



Arabi Pasha has 2500 men and CO guns 
at T.d ul Kabir. 

Tho 7th native infantry has been or- 
dered to Seraphoum from Suez. 

Ismalia, Aug. 24.— De Lesseps visited 
the Duke of Connaught and assured him 
of the friendly sentiments he entertains 
toward England to-day. 

A telegram has just been received here 
announcing tho capture by the British of 
Tel el Kohir with 2000 persons. 

A movement in Arabi's camp creates 
tho impression that ho is about to ad- 
vance. 

Alexandria, Aug. 23. — A system of 
signals between Arabi Pasha's camp and 
Alexandria has been discovered. 

A lex an Dili a, Aug. 24. — Bedouins, re- 
ported to bo several hundred in number, 
entered Kamleh to-day tuid plundered 
several houses. Outposts are now. ox- 
changing shots with them. , - 1 

The English being desirous to save 
Cairo, will push on rapidly thither from 
Suez by the old direct railway lino, on 
which new rails will be laid. 

Negotiations are proceeding between 
the commander uf the Austrian gunboat 
Nautilus and Arabs at Aboukir with a 
view of effecting the release nf the officer 
and twelve men who were captured off 
Aboukir on Monday. 

Intelligence received at the palace 
states that tho Boulak td Bakrur railway 
has been cut a short distance houtli of El- 
kitah, it is supposed >iy Bedouins, with 
the object of cutting nil Arabi Pasht's re- 
treat to upper Egypt. Sultan Pasha has 
received information from upper Egypt 
that a strong feeling prevails against 
Arabi ninniig the people on account of 
his exact ions. 

Constantinople, Au^. 24. — Among 
uneducated Mussclmen sympathy for 
Arabi Pasha is undiminished, but among 
those capable of distinguishing between 
tin; political and sentimental aspects of 
the question there is a rovulsion of fool- 
ing, and some of those who formerly ap- 
plauded Arabi now condemn him us a 
dangerous enemy to the empire. 

Co.NSTASTrNOPLi^ Aug. 23. — Shoikh-ul- 
Islam paid Lord Dutlerin a second visit 
to-day, Lord Dutlerin announced that 
ho had received instructions from his 
government to Bign the draft of the mili- 
tary convention as ogreod upon between 
himself and Said Pasha on the 18th inst. , 
and which had been left as a subject for 
further consideration. Sanderson, secre- 
tary of the British legation, had pre- 
viously conveyed the same intelligence to 
the sultan. The interview between 
Shiokh-ul-lslam and Lord Bulletin gave 
the sheikh reassuring explanations in re- 
gard to the intentions of the English, 
Lord Bufl'erin will havo an interview with 
! Said Pasha to-night, when it is hoped a 
j military convention will be definitely 
; concluded. The sultan has authorized 
I the I'ukit, which had been suppressed for 
| publishing news hostile to England, to re- 
! sumo publication. - n 

Poar Said, Aug. 23. -Thoits arrived, 
| from Soudan an Egyptian officer to-day, 
! who states he is deputed by Mchcmit 
1 Naadi, governor of Soudan, to inform tho 
| kin dive that lie and tho officers anil sol- 
I d iters under his command are loyal and 
do not recognize Arabi Pasha. All Ef- 
! fundi, loyal governor uf Port. Said, has 
I been appointed provisional governor nf 
j Ismalia, and will proceed thoro to-day in 
| tho khedivo's steamer Beserea, which also 
! takes Lord Charles Beresford, Morieo 
I Bey, Dubai Bey, Soorali Boy and three 
I of the khedivo's officers, who immediately 
proceed to tho front . 

Madrid, Aug. 23.— It. is reported in 
official circles thai the government has 
determined to express a willingness to 
join Russia and Italy in protesting against 
protection of tho Suez canal. It has been 
confided that the British desire Spain to 
be admitted under protection of eastern 
powers to tho conference when tho powers 
again discuss the canal subject. A ma- 
jority of Spaniards are indifferent to a 
foreign feeling, and morn concerned at 
the terrible (bough 1 , which has destroyed 
a greater part of the harvest and seriously 
threatens tho vintage. 

London, Aug. 23. —A Port Said dis- 
patch says; A government schoolmaster 
arrived from Cairo on tho 1 4th inst., and 
states that torchlight processions paraded 
nightly, and men and boys are calling on 
Allah to send death to the English and 
Christian dogs. The Coptic archbishop, 
for four of Ins life, is d»ilig all demanded 
of him by Arabi Pasha. The latter is 
levying war contributions throughout the 
country, and ovory fellah must pay from 
two to eight piastres, according to his 
possessions, half his cockle and a measure 
of wheat. Midshipman Dehair continues j 
to be treated in a princely fashion by his 
captors. 

Alexandria, Aug. 24.— Homo ladies in 
England propose Starting for Egypt to re- 
lievo the native poor hero and elsewhere. 
It may prevent their useless mission if it 
is stated such people do not exist. The 
natives here of tho lowest class arc en- 
riched with plunder. Respectable na- 
tives are not allowed to enter tho city. 
When the difficulties are settled thoy will 
return to a quarter of the town quite un- 
injured, and tho necessity of rebuilding 
the European quarter, with the increased 
demand for all sorts of labor and il con- 
siderable raise of wages will probably 
place the natives in more flourishing cir- 
cumstances than for the last ton years. 

Malta, Aug. 24. --Tho transport Ly- 
dian Monarch, with. headquarters of com- 
missariat and transport corps, has arrived 
on tho way to Egypt. 

The troop ship Orontcs, with tho sick 
and w Minded from Alexandria, has ar- 
rived. 

Suez, Aug. 24. — The transport Gnlatia, 
with troops from Bombay, bus arrived. 

Gibraltar, Aug. 24. — Tho troop ship 
Malabar has passed. 

Tho United States training ships Ports- 
mouth and Saratoga, Commodore Luce 
commanding, loavo here to-night for Tan- 
gier and Madeira. After visiting theso 
places tho vessels will procoed homeward. 

Llannihal Hamlin will visit Tangier. 

Pout Said, Aug. 24. — Moiic Boy, Sc- 
rub Boy and other Egyptian officers, who 
loft for the front yesterday in company 
with Lord Charles Beresford, will bo of 
immense service to tho English staff whou 
tho inevitable collapse of Arabi's powc<- 
bugins, as they can discriminate between 
real traitors and those forced into the re- 
bellion. 

While Arabi Pasha's generals know, ox- 

aetly our movements, wo aro ignorant of 



theirs. Tho absence of balloons is felt, 
as there is noplace where they would be 
more useful. 

Alexandria, Aug. 24.— The pillaging 
party at Ramleli to day consisted of 50 
Bedouins and live men of Metophesin. 
As soon as they entered the outskirts of 
Bamleh they commenced the work of 
plunder. On tho approach of a body of 
Highlanders' tho Bedouins Hod, and tho 
Mestopheains tool; refuge in a house, 
where one was Killed and the remaining 
four made prisoners. 

The rebels have constructed new bat- 
teries on the line nf railroad to Cairo, and 
the guns on Waterworks Hill exchanged 
some shots with them to-day. 

Alexandria, Aug. 25. The enemy are 
pitching a number of tents in front of 
their position. It is believed to lie a ruse 
to mask the withdrawal of troops, It is 
now known that the enemy are entrench- 
ing atrHoliopolis, a few miles from-Cniro. 

CkTINOEJ Aug. 24. -Prince Nicholas 
loft to day for St. Petersburg. 

Warsaw, Aug. 25.— The renewal of 
outrages against .Jews is reported from 
the interior of Poland. Assailants are 
encouraged in their attacks by the iipatliy 
of officials. 

Constantinople, Aug. 25. Nelidoff, 
Russian ambassador here, finding it im- 
possible in the faco of tho decided atti- 
tude of Lord Dutlerin to get tho stipula- 
tions for a military convention between 
Turkey and England examined and, if 
necessary, modified by the eonfureilce, is 
now endeavoring to have the docu- 
ment officially announced (o the confer- 
ence as soon as it is signed. As the same 
time he wishes extracts from the docu- 
ment of England's formal declaration 
Unit she will seek no exclusive advantage 
in Egypt, and will submit the final solu- 
tion of the question to the decision of tlio 
conference. NclidoH'has already obtained 
the support in his efforts of at least one 
of his colleagues. 

London, Aug. 25. The Hillsdale bout 
crow aro training for ihe race of Septem- 
ber" 14th. 

Alexandria, Aug. 25. — Tho British 
have occupied Maxama. It is rumored 
that Arabi accuses DeLessops of having 
deceived him with false promises, so he 
might sell tho Sue, canal to the English, 
and that Arabi has sot a price on DeLes- 
sops' head. 

The Austrian mati-of- war Nautilus re- 
mains oil' Aboukir. The effort to obtain 
the release of her boat's crow, who wore 
captured by the Egyptians last .Monday, 
has been fruitless. Emissaries have been 
sent Iu Aboukir and Kafrel Dwar to en- 
deavor to secure their release, and havo 
not yet returned. The Austrian consul 
has telegraphed DoLessops regarding the 
detention of the crew; but he replied that 
ho could give no assistance. 

London, Aug. 25. - General W'olscley, 
in a dispatch to the war office, recounts 
an engagement at May fair on Thursday, 
in which he held his ground the whole 
day against 10,000 Egyptians. His forces 
numbered 2000. In the details Wolseley 
says he advanced, moving before day- 
break, with the household cavalry, two 
horse artillery guns, 511 mounted infant ry, 
1000 men from the York and Lancaster 
regiment and the marines, After ruiiiu 
skirmish inx he took pos.si-s.sion >>f the 
dam which lho enemy had constructed 
across the canal between the villages of 
Mayfair and Malta. During our opera- 
tions two squadrons of the household 
cavalry charged the enemy's broken in- 
fantry very gallantly, and found the 
enemy wero being largely reinforced at 
Pel el Kebin. They could sou trains ar- 
riving. They considered it inconsistent 
with tho traditions of the Queen's army 
to retire before any number of Egyptian 
troops, and so decided to hold their 
ground until reinforcements arrived. All 
day long I held the Egyptian force of 
10,000, with two guns, in my front am 
on my right Hank. The precision of the 
enemy's artillery fire was very good; but 
fortunately they fired common shell 
nearly nil day, hud when they did Gro 
shrapnel tho fuses wero badly adjusted. 
The enoiny had cavalry regiments in lino. 
Our horses, having been recently oil 
board ship, were not in condition to gal- 
lop much. The two horse artillery guns 
wore served with pluck and ability. Our 
casualties have been slight, dipt, Hilllum 
was wounded ill the leg. Lord Molgard 
was wounded in the hand. dipt. Paris'*, 
mounted infantry distinguished itself. 
All the troops engaged did well. To- 
morrow we shall attack the enemy's posi- 
tion at Hidelike, and hope to take posi- 
tion on tho Dai n , which they obstructed 
this morning. 

A telegram dated nt 2 o'clock' thin 
morning from lien. Wolseley adds: I 
omitted to say I had with me yesterday 
two Gutling guns, workod by seamen, 
wdio handled the. guns admirably.

Counsel for petitioner and respondent 
mut in the registrar's office yesterday 
morning, the one to resist, the other to 
in esa objections against the recognizances 
in the EsquimaU contested election mat- 
ter. Tho objection of Mr. Johnson to 
Mr. Spratt was mot by nn affidavit of 
that gentleman, who, it appears, is as- 
sessed for ^T)0,000 worth of property. 
Mr. Johnson then urged that the recog- 
nizances were laid under the "Contro- 
verted Elections Act, 1871," the full title 
being "Trial of Controverted Elections 
Ac t, 1871." Mr. A. E. 15. Davie replied, 
showing that the objection was technical 
and untenable. Mr. Win. Wilson, as u 
surety, was objected to because there are 
four. Win. Wilsons in the city, and al- 
though the gentleman who signed the 
linnd appeared in the room and acknowl- 
edged by affidavit that ho was the person 
referred to in the bond, respondent's 
counsel refused to "see" him. Mr. P. J. 
Walls here waltzed in with an affidavit 
that t hero was not "sufficient identifica- 
tion," Mr. Wilson's affidavit being ig- 
nored. Mr. Walls kissed the book, and 
upon cross-examination by Dir. Davie de- 
clared that he did not know the gentle- 
man now present to be the gentleman 
named in the bond. He took the precau- 
tion to say that ho would not divulge any 
"privileged communications" he had had 
with the respondent on tho subject, and 
quite upset the gravity of the registrar 
when he confessed that he had made no 
iiupliries to identify Mr. Wilson. Mr. 
Davie referred to this objection as vague 
and untenable for the reason that it had 
not been raised within five days, as re- 
quired by law, and because the bonds- 
man had declared himself. Mr. McElnien 
here said tho copy of the notice of peti- 
tioner to respondent was not signed by 
petitioner or by his solicitor. Mr. Davie 
met this objection by showing tho original 
of the order, which lie proved was signed 
by the petitioner. He contended that 
the objection to Mr. Wilson was met by 
that gentleman's affidavit, and if that was 
insufficient Mr. Spratt's security was am- 
ple and within the law. Mr. McElmen 
still maintained that the recognizance 
was a nullity for want of legal notice. 
Tho registrar declared the "ease" closed 
before counsel for the respondent had 
lime to object to a fly-speck which they 
discovered on one of the affidavits with 
l lie aid of a powerful microscope. Before 
leaving Mr. Davie drew the registrar's 
attention to the clause in the Contro- 
verted Elections Act which provides that 
no petition shall lie set. aside by reason of 
any technical act of omission or commis- 
sion. The registrar announced that he i 
would "try and report on Monday at 11;" 
and the respondent and his counsel shoul- 
dered their bags and books and trudged 
oil" with beaming countenances. They 
hail gained their point — a Utile more 
I hue.

The steamship Dakota, Capt. Carroll, 
arrived at Esquimalt at !> o'clock- yester- 
day morning with the northern excur- 
sionist party, and later news from Cas- 
siar.

THE NORTHERN EXCURSION. 

A Most Enjoyable Trip! 

MUCH RAIN AND FOQ. 

On the 7th instant the steamship Da- 
kota, Captain Carroll, left Esquimalt with 
a large number of excursionists for North- 
ern Alaska. Tho first stopping place was 
Departure Bay, where a stock of coal was 
put on board for the steamer's use. Both 
at Departure Bay and Nanaiino the brass 
bands were on the wharves, together with 
largo crowds of people, and gave the ship 
a hearty welcome. The line band on 
board from Fort Vancouver played alter- 
nate airs witji the ones on shore. Music, 
therefore, was plentiful and good. In 
the evening, after leaving Departure Bay 
amid much cheering, a delightful dance 
took place in the main cabin, music be- 
ing furnished by ths excursion band above 
referred to. Weather for several days 
was thick and rainy. Fog "obliged Capt. 
Carroll-to anchor at Alexander Island, in 
Queen Charlotte Sound, on the 11th. 
Private theatricals wore indulged in on 
the evening of the Kith Many of the 
amateur performers did remarkably well, 
and won much applause; tho band adding 
much to tho entertainment. The 1-tth 
was a beautiful day, and Wrangel was 
reached in tho afternoon. Rain, how- 
ever, soon set in again. A short stay was 
made, and then babotiehere Bay was 
visited to speak with the V. S. S. W'aeh.i 
setts. Many Indian curios were pur- 
chased at Wrangel and in this bay by the 
excursionists. On the loth the ship was 
anchored in Security Bay; still raining. 
A large number of whales were seen here, 
some of them in close proximity to the 
ship. Many of the passengers induged 
in firing at them and ducks, but doing, 
little execution. Hnrrisburg was reached 
on the lGth. Here Captain Carroll got 
up a northern canoe race, in which live 
canoes engaged, each manned by 17 In- 
dians, This race was the most exciting 
incident of the trip, and was admirably 
contested. The I7tli and 18th were also I 
rainy days. After steaming through 15 
miles ol ice (Iocs tin: ship arrived at i 
Tnkou Inlet and canto to an anchor as 
close as practicable to the shore. Moats I 
were manned for a visit to the glaciers; i 
but here they could not be reached on ac- i 
count of ice tloes. In another direction, j 
however, a glacier was reached. In the 
meantime Mr. R. Maynard, the photo- 
grapher (to whom we are indebted for 
considerable information), while busy 
taking a view on a Hoe, found that it was 
breaking up and rapidly moving oil"; a ! 
boat, however, soon rescued him from a 
very unenviable predicament. The 19th : 
was foggy; but next day was clear and | 
bright, and the magnificent scenery of 
Lynn canal came out grandly. The north- j 
ern limit rf the trip was now reached 
within a few miles of the (JT)th parallel. 
Two Indian women were taken on board j 
whom the Indians were preparing to burn I 
because they beli nged to a hostile tribe. 
A fishing station belonging to the North- j 
west Trading Company was visited, as i 
was also Hoochenoo Bay, so named on 
account of extensive manufactories of the 
horrible Indian whisky, so called. Fish 
here were so plentiful that in a very short 
time salmon, halibut and other kinds were 
caught in sufficient numbers to supply the 
ship for several days. Returning smith, 
Sitka was reached on the 20th; still rain- 
ing. Here n ball wusheldintheoldcaatle.to 
the interest of w hich an Indian war dance 
contributed. Great disappointment was ■ 
experienced on account of rainy and foggy 
weather preventing Mount Edgecombe 
from being seen either going up or re- 
turning. A crotchety old lady who had 
been making things unpleasant irenerally, 
left the ship, much to the relief of many 
passengers. This irate person, before go- 
ing ashore, fell foul of Iwo of the 
gentlemen on board, and struck them 
with a cane. Wrangel was again visited 
on the 2-d, but time was then so limited 
that the ship could not stay over night 
for a ball which the residents were anx- 
ious to give in honor of the excursionists. 
The Hassler was spoken in Tongas* Nar- 
rows on the Slid. After getting through 
the Narrows a meeting of the passengers 
was convened for the purpose of getting 
up a testimonial to Captain Cai roll, and j 
8*263 was immediately subscribed for that i 
purpose. Metlakahtla was visited on the 
afternoon of the '_'!id, and when the 
I steamer got under weigli again $'202 was 
collected from among t lie excursionists 
and presented to the bandmaster for dis- i 
: tribtition among the performers. Another 
dance was indulged in during the even- 
ing. Holla Bella was passed on the 124th, 
I ram continuing. Two hours' detention 
' occurred in Seymour Marrows waiting for 
I tide; and Departure Ray was reached in 
the afternoon. There wore only three 
J really tine days during the whole trip; 
j yet overybody is praising it loudly. 
, Nothing could exceed the care and watch - 
; ful attention of Captain Carroll and his 
J officers during the enure voyage of more 
I than '2000 mibs. Captain George, the 
j pilot, also contributed much interesting 
! information about the places visited and 
the coast and islands passed. Mr. May- 
! Hard, tho artist, succeoded in getting iiu- 
j morons views of the scenery and incidents 
■ connectod with the trip, notwithstanding 
| the almost continuous unfavorable weather 
for photography, and has received niinier- 
: otis orders from among the excursionists 

i for pictures.

The case of William Charles, who ap- 
peared for Mr. Munro, agent of the Hud- 
son Ray Co., charged with allowing this 
ties lo grow at Spring Ridge on the 12th 
inst. was continued from the 25th inst. 

Air. Munro said tho company, as be- 
fore stated, had an arrangement with the 
Council last year regarding thistles, and 
were only nutilied to the contrary on re- 
ceiving the summons, as they thought tho 
arrangement was still in force. 

11 is honor thought he might perhaps 
inflict a light penalty in this case. 

Supt. O'Connor said he must ask for a 
higher penalty, as there were several 
acres of thistles. 

Air. Mills, who appeared for the de- 
fence, contended that the penalty could 
not be inflicted in this case. 

Officer Shepherd stated ho visited the 
laud in question above the corporation 
gravel pits on the south side of the road 
leading to Cedar Hill three times, and 
last in company with Air. Swain on the 
12th inst., and found thousands of this- 
tles, some in seed and some not. 

Air. Swain corroborated the evidence 
of last witness. 

Air. Leigh, clerk to the City Council, 
testified to the certified copy of the by- 
law Xo.

His honor said that the gist of the of- 
fence was allowing the thistles to grow 
and the seed to ripen so as to be in dan- 
get' of spreading. He would defer passing 
judgment till all the thistles had been i 
cut. 

Superintendent O'Connor asked his 
honor for an immediate conviction. 

His honor replied he was the magis- 
trate of the court and would give tho 
company a week to cut down the thistles.

LAKE LA HACHE. 
Splendid Crops—Farming Looking: up. 

Our correspondent at Lake La Hache, 
writing under date August 21st, *ays: A 
few of our farmers have occasion to rue 
using last year's grain for seed, but crops 
in general are a very fair average; the 
wheat crop especially will he prolific if 
froat stays off anotlier fortnight. Con- 
siderable bailey has already been har- 
vested. We are rightfully proud of our 
cereals- they are fully up to (lie average. 

Owing to the light fall of snow last 
winter swamp meadows were drier this 
year than for the last live years; we 
were therefore able to commence haying 
in good earnest six weeks ago - three 
weeks earlier than usual and the weather 
being favorable we are now mostly all 
provided for a hard winter. 

Butter-making is receiving a goodly 
share of attention, the old dairies having 
grown somewhat, larger and several now 
ones being started . This year it is prob- 
able that, unless butter is sent to the 
lower country, Caribooites will all'ord to 
"put it on both sides of their bread." 

Consequent upon the rise' in the price 
of beef is a demand for oxen for the 
transport service, with few to be had. 
SaiT a pair of four-year-olds change 
hands a few days since at 8225. Butch- 
ers readily oiler five and six, instead of 
as formerly three and four cents a pound 
for beef. 

We sometimes hear a cry thai the up- 
per country is "going in," hut our neigh- 
borhood does not look much like it. We 
had a surveyor two months last year sur- 
veying land, and all are anximis to secure 
it now. Two sawmills have been in full 
blast for the last three months and but 
little lumber is now in their yards with 
putting up new buildings and improving 
obi ones.

MR. R. T. WILLIAMS' BINDERY. 

Mr. R. T. Williams' bindery on Broad 
street occupies a floor apace of some :>,0(X) 
square feet. Tho main building more 
particularly devoted to this business is 
30 ft. by 50 ft. inic story high, and was 
rebuilt the present year, partially of 
brick, encased with stone foundation, 
the walls being double lathed and double 
plastered. Adjoining is the office, a 
building of I!, stories where the Work for 
the British Columbia Directory is carried 
on. There is also another building in the 
yard Oft. by 52 ft. used for the manufac- 
ture of vulcanized rubber stamps of every 
variety. 

THE Itl.N'PKKY. 
was originally started in 1802 by Mr. 
Chits. Otto., and the business was pur- 
chased by Mr. Williams in 1871, and has 
since been considerably extended and im- 
proved and machinery added. The main 
building in which the bindery is earned 
on, is a very airy and pleasant apartment, 
the machinery being all of a handsome 
modern type wh le at one|end of ths 
room a lull !^lass shinv case exhibits spec- 
imens of the ditferent stylosnf work done, 

from thai of blank I ks and ledgers and 

law hooks up to luoiticco bound poets 
with gilt edges and lettering. There js a 
fascination about a nicely bound book, it 
always seems to read better, audit is a 
question how far the modern custom of 
displaying books on drawing room tables 
has tended to promote the art of orna- 
mental book binding. The most conspic- 
uous oqject in the bindery is a large pa- 
per ruling machine, the largest north of 
San Francisco, with steam and all other 
attachments, there is also a smaller ma- 
chine for the same kind of work. Then 
there are two screw presses, stabbing, 
paging and perforating machines and a 
large and powerful paper cutting machine, 
and twi machines for cutting mill board. 
.Mr. Williams also shortly expects In re- 
ceive from Edinburgh, a new binder's em- 
bossing press (latest Scotch make) for 
embossing gold lettering and designs on 
the backs and sides of books, this will j 
be capable of operating on books of the ' 
largest size, the one now in use having 
proved to small. The bindery is also i 
provided with the usual complement of 
type and small tools used in ornamental 
finishing, and a large stock of the ditfer- 
ent v arieties of leather and cardboard are 

kepi on hand. The establishment is also 
provided with every convenience for 
iiiarbelng and turning out blankbooks of 
all kinds. Mr. Cramer who is connected 
with the establishment has the reputa- j 
tion of being one of the best workmen mi 
the coast. 

ENVELOPES AND I'.U'KK 11AOS. 

Air. Williams is preparing for the man 
ufacture of envelopes and is importing 
machinery for that purpose. He is also 
negotiating for a paper bag machine to be 
imported from England and both this, 
branch and that of the envelope business 
appear to be industries which might be 
profitably carried on in this province, and ' 
it is a hopeful sign that local enterprise is 
prepared to invest whenever an opening 
presents itself. The usual number of [ 
hands employed is 7, but at present it is j 
increased to 111, about one half of whom 
are out in the ditferent districts of the 
province in connection with the

watches wholly made by us. It is neces- 
sary also, because it is so notorious as to 
be a public scandal that there is great 
fraud in the metal quality of both gold 
and silver canes as now generally sold. 
We have demonstrated by frequent, assays 
that many gold and silver eases offered in 
j the market are debased from 10 to 20 per 
j cent, from the quality they assume to be. 
This is a fraud upon the purchaser, and 
accounts for the low price at which such 
cased watches have been sold. — Amekican

THREE CHINAMEN HAVING LOST THEIR 
CUES, END THEIR EXISTENCE BY 
DROWNING. 

Ail Attomptcd Joko that Mar Result 
• Seriously. 

I Seattle Chrouiclu. 
Information h is been received at this 
office yf a circumstance that transpired 
at a eertaiu.noint on the Sound, between 
this city and the Ih'itish line, about ten 
days ago, that for good and sullicient rea- 
sons lias been kept remarkably quiet. It 
appears that three Chinamen, who had 
been at work on the Canadian Pacific rail- 
road, desired to come to Seattle to assist 
on the street grades. Not having tho 
necessary passports, they attempted to 
steal their way overland. Arriving at a 
point down the Sound where the citizens 
are decidedly of an anti Chinese turn of 
mind, they camped in the woods. About 
11 o'clock at night a party of six men, 
with the evident intent ion of giving the 
celestials a scare, repaired to the camp, 
and quietly creeping opto the Chinamen, 
who were soundly sleeping dreaming, 
probably, of the "Kingdom beyond the 
sea" at a given signal, severed the cue 
from tho top-knot of each. With a de- 
m ui-like yell, the three Chinamen sprang 
to their feet, mid, realizing t he terrible 
calamity that bad befallen them, instant- 
ly started fur a high rocky bank which at 
high tide extends out over the waters of 
the Hound. Arriving there, the three, 
after uttering u few words, unintelligible 
of coursu to their paralyzed audience, 
joined hands and sprang into the water. 
They apparently ninth* no etfort to save 
themselves, but quietly sank beneath the 
surface, and are at this moment, doubt- 
less, affording nutriment to llie tinny 
tribes of the deep. 

The peculiar terminal ion of what our 
citizens attempted to peiputrute as a joke 
or scare has caused a fooling of apprehen- 
sion to exist among iho parties implicated 
to such an extent that two of the parties, 
fearing that t lte 'matter would become 
public and they be deemed murderers, 
have left the country. The other four 
will remain, and should the grand jury 
take cognizance of the circumstance, 
which is not at all probable, they will 
abide the result.
